Of Standurdlzation 

Hon. Hugh (luthrle leoently spon¬ 
sored a move In parliament to amend 
Canada’s <‘gg grading law for the pur 
poHP of removing “a grave InJUKtIce to 
farmers and their wives. A day or 
two later a bulletin of the department 
of agrieulture which covered Mr. 
Ctithrle's constituency, showed (hat 
during a five weeks' perhal In March 
and April farmers at (luelph, as u re¬ 
sult of their oxpi'iienee In making llm 
required rlasslllrnth)n. received on an 
average three cents per d<»/.n more for 
eggs than did those at Waterloo, whero 
Its per r«‘nl. of the «*ggs are graded, 
hut where tho practice has covered a 
shorter perlotl. nnther, they aver¬ 
aged sevf»n rents more than did Iho 
farmers at Kltrlimer. wiiero there has 
been still less espeth nct*. and wheio 
only .'iO per rent, of the eggs sold aro 
graded. 

It looks as If Komeone hud been 
■spoofing” the Hon Mr. Cuthrle. 

Reyond all qii^tlon the egg grading 
law makes more work for the farmer 
and his wife. AI.ho It brlngH morn 
profit to thi'in from tluir labor and eii- 
larges the mark^'t for their goods. In¬ 
creased juoflts and wliU*r market.s am 
what the farmer Is always heeking If 
ho expects to get them without any 
lnci*>nse of effort on his part he t.s 
fooling- himself. IVople who want 
nion* proflt.s and wider markets havo 
to go after them, and In the egg hus!- 
iiess it has Ino-n proved that probably 
Iho best way to go after them Is by 
following closely (he regulations of 
tho egg grading law. 

This Is an age of standardized pro* 
diiols in ail lines. Cun.-^uniers are i»e- 
Ing edueated more and more to huy 
only standard g(»nds. Producers aro 
finding that It pn)s to province a stan 
dnrdized article. In the egg bu.st 
ness (he effect of the grading law ts 
very apparent. Without any grading 
regiilutloiis many people refu.-«ed to 
take chances on eggs In their menu 
It was not that they didn't like eggs, 
but rather that they could never Ihj 
certain (liuy were going to get what 
they paid for. With the grading regu¬ 
lations In force lo the short period of 
three }ears tho percapita cuiisuinplhm 
of eggs in Canada has bf>en lncr<‘UKed 
from 22.10 do/eu to 26 06 dozen p«'r 
annum.
